Once upon a time there was a highly-prized 
qua lity of the American mind called “Yankee 
shrewdness ” 


It did not make Americans internationally 
Jovab’e. But it made them famous as men who 
could not be taken advantage of in a deal. 
Mure than that, it gave them a solid reputa 
tion for being able to take care of themselves, 
with something to spare. 
“ Yankee shrewdness” was composed of equal 
parts ol realistic intelligence and fundamental 
psychology. The famous Yankee traders of 
earlier tim es knew how to take advantage of 
the tealities of the world they lived in and the 
behavior patterns of the people who lived in it.

Ohio's Narcotics Problem 
Ohio’s Narcotics 
Investigation, 
which 
gets 
under tfay this week with the first of a series 
o f regional meetings in Cleveland, is a legislative 
experiment that will bear watching. 
The 100th General Assembly last year author­ 
ized an investigation by the attorney general, 
to learn whether or not Ohio needed stronger 
laws for narcotics control. Attorney General 
O’Neill thereupon set up a plan to draw 
in 
citizen representation from 67 counties through 
11 regional meetings to obtain a cross section 
o f opinion. 
It is the attorney general’s belief that these 
meetings will help to disclose whether Ohio’s 
narcotics problem is serious. Experts have 
warned 
against 
surface 
appearances 
of 
normalcy; they have pointed, instead, to grow­ 
ing evidence that distribution of narcotics in 
Ohio now is a flourishing underworld business. 
Since nearly all narcotics sold in the United 
States are obtained from Communist 
C h i na , 
which has been promoting their use wherever 
possible to get dollar credits, Ohio’s attack on 
the problem is a form of red-hunting. It de­ 
serves complete support. 


Never The Twain 
Dr. Lucian W. Pve of the Center of Inter­ 
national Studies would seem to have something 
to oticr w’hen the prospects of reaching a settle­ 
m ent of Asiatic problems are being discussed 
by Americans.

Recommended Tax Reforms 


One W ill Be Enough 
The country’s long-range participation in San 
Francisco's cable-ear fight is sentimental. 
The city’s cable cars are famous. Visitors 
look forward to seeing them and always talk 
about tnem when they return from San Fran­ 
cisco, just as visitors to New* York look for­ 
ward to riding on the subway. 
But the quaint little devices no longer pay 
their way. Transportation economics has de­ 
creed they must yield to efficiency. Regardless 
of sentimentality, San Francisco’s cable cars 
m ust go. 
Nevertheless, as a municipal gesture to the 
milLTns of Americans who will visit San Fran- 
cisc° *n the future and will want to see one 
of the cable cars they have heard about, one 
car should be preserved. Visitors would pay 
well to ride on it. On a curiosity-satisfying 
basis, it would pay its way. 
Would that be asking too much, San Fran­ 
cisco?

The Committee on Federal Tax 
Policy, of which Roswell Magill is 
chairm an, has offered to Congress 
and the American people a num­ 
ber of sensible suggestions for the 
reform of our haphazard and un­ 
fair tax structure. 
They begin with the sound prin­ 
ciple that the only way to make 
the public understand that the re­ 
duction of federal spending is a 
real and pressing problem for all 
is to require almost everybody to 
pay a direct tax. however small 
that may be. This basic principle 
is violated by the proposal of Sen. 
George to raise exemptions. 


THE IEPORT of the Committee 
on Tax Policy includes a table 
which should forever blast the con­ 
tention of the CIO and other left- 
wing exponents that there can be 
a complete exemption of many in 
the lowTer brackets and that the 
di.ference can be made up by high­ 
er taxes on the higher brackets. 
If, foi example, ell of the in­ 
come of people above the $20.000 
bracket were to be confiscated, the 
additional revenue would be 
only 
16 billion, dod’ars. Figuring at a 
66-billion 
dollar 
expenditure 
in 
1955 that amount would run the 
government only about eiglft days. 
If all income above $10.000 w’ere 
confiscated, the net would be 4.7 
billion dollars or enough to run 
the government about 27 days. 
If all income about 4,000 dollars 
were confiscated, the net would 
run the government only about two 
and a half months. 


THE COLD FACT, therefore, is 
that no m atter how much the wTell* 
to-do may be soaked, there will 
not be nearly enough to run this 
expensive government. 
It m ust be supported in the 
main by the m ass of the people. 
The question that then presents it­ 
self is how that burden can be 
equitably applied. 
The committee concludes that 
the income tax rates should be re­ 
duced to the 1948 level for all tax­ 
payers. The loss then should be 
m ade up by a new uniform m anu­ 
facturers’ excise tax. 
There are a number of advant­ 
ages in such a tax. In the first 
place, since it is collected at the 
place of m anufacture, it would be 
easier to administer. 
It also has the advantage of be­ 
ing a tax that the taxpayer can 
regulate himself. That is, if he

need not buy the article. 
Third, it would be ¿table and 
productive. A 9 per cent tax of that 
sort would yield 5.9 billion dol­ 
lars.

Negotiations dragged to a com­ 
plete standstill last night after 
three long secret sessions between 
the nine participating delegations, j 
A proposal by Eden for a one- 
day “ cooling off’ period was ac­ 
cepted, and the talks were sus­ 
pended until tomorrow afternoon
